In response the Office Communication mailed June 25, 2004, Applicant is submitting 
herewith a preliminary amendment to provide a set of claims that takes into account the election 
of Group I claims. The amendment also restores previously canceled claims as new claims.

8. New claims 70-72 correspond to original claims 10-12. New claims 73-79 correspond to 
original claims 14-20. As a result, claims 1-4, 9, 13 and 66-79 are now pending for examination, 
all of which correspond to elected Group I. No new matter has been added.
